Section 5. The 1llinois Vehicle Code is anmended by
addi ng Sections 11-503.1 and 11-503.2 as foll ows:

Sec. 11-503.1. Vehicul ar assault.

(a) A person commts vehicular assault when he or she,

with the intent to damage any property or injure any person

or to place any person in reasonabl e apprehension of bodily

injury, knowingly operates a notor vehicle in a manner likely

to cause danmage to any property or injury to any person and

endangers the safety of any person.

(b) Vehicular assault is a Cass 3 fel ony.

Sec. 11-503.2. Negligent driving.

(a) A person commts negligent driving when he or she

operates a notor vehicle carelessly or wi thout exercising due

care for the safety of others or in a nmanner that endangers

any property or any person, including the driver or

passengers of the vehicle.

(b) Negligent driving is a Class B nisdeneanor. A

second or subsequent offense of neqgligent driving is a d ass

A m sdeneanor.

Section 10. The Crimnal Code of 1961 is anmended by

changi ng Section 9-3 as foll ows:

(720 ILCS 5/9-3) (from Ch. 38, par. 9-3)

Sec. 9-3. | nvol untary Mansl| aught er and Reckl ess
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Hom ci de.

(a) A person who wunintentionally kills an individual
w thout lawful justification commts involuntary mansl aughter
if his acts whether [awful or unlawful which cause the death
are such as are likely to cause death or great bodily harmto
sonme individual, and he perforns themrecklessly, except in
cases in which the cause of the death consists of the driving
of a notor vehicle or operating a snowmbile, all-terrain
vehicle, or watercraft, in which case the person commts
reckl ess hom ci de.

(b) In cases involving reckless homcide, being under
the influence of alcohol or any other drug or drugs at the
time of the alleged violation shall be presuned to be
evidence of a reckless act unless disproved by evidence to
the contrary.

(c) For the purposes of this Section, a person shall be
considered to be wunder the influence of alcohol or other
drugs whil e:

1. The al cohol concentration in the person's bl ood
or breath is 0.08 or nore based on the definition of
blood and breath wunits in Section 11-501.2 of the
I1'linois Vehicle Code;

2. Under the influence of alcohol to a degree that
renders the person incapable of safely driving a notor
vehicle or operating a snowmbile, all-terrain vehicle,
or watercraft;

3. Under the influence of any other drug or
conbi nation of drugs to a degree that renders the person
i ncapable of safely driving a notor vehicle or operating
a snowmbile, all-terrain vehicle, or watercraft; or

4. Under the conbined influence of al cohol and any
other drug or drugs to a degree which renders the person
i ncapabl e of safely driving a notor vehicle or operating

a snowmbile, all-terrain vehicle, or watercraft.
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(d) Sentence.

(1) Involuntary manslaughter is a Cass 3 felony.
(2) Reckless homcide is a Cass 2 € ass-3 fel ony.

(e) Except as otherw se provided in subsection (e-5), in
cases involving reckless homcide in which the defendant was
determ ned to have been under the influence of al cohol or any
other drug or drugs as an elenment of the offense, or in cases
in which the defendant is proven beyond a reasonabl e doubt to
have been under the influence of alcohol or any other drug or
drugs, the penalty shall be a Class 2 felony, for which a
person, if sentenced to a termof inprisonnent, shall be
sentenced to a termof not less than 3 years and not nore
than 14 years.

(e-5) In cases involving reckless homcide in which the
def endant was determ ned to have been under the influence of
al cohol or any other drug or drugs as an elenent of the
of fense, or in cases in which the defendant is proven beyond
a reasonable doubt to have been wunder the influence of
al cohol or any other drug or drugs, if the defendant kills 2
or nore individuals as part of a single course of conduct,
the penalty is a Class 2 felony, for which a person, if
sentenced to a termof inprisonnent, shall be sentenced to a
termof not less than 6 years and not nore than 28 years.

(f) In cases involving involuntary mansl aughter in which
the victimwas a famly or household nenber as defined in
paragraph (3) of Section 112A-3 of the Code of Crim nal
Procedure of 1963, the penalty shall be a Cass 2 felony, for
which a person if sentenced to a termof inprisonnent, shal
be sentenced to a termof not |ess than 3 years and not nore
than 14 years.
